WASHINGTON — President Bush and 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin reached a 
dramatic arms accord Tuesday. 

It would require major cuts in the 
arsenals of the world's two largest nuclear 
powers, including eventual elimination of 
all land-based ballistic missiles. 

After just a morning of talks on the first 

day of.thc first_U.S.rRussian-summit,-Bush J 

and Yeltsin called reporters into the White 
House Rose Garden to announce that each 
side would be limited to 3,500 nuclear 
warheads by the year 2003. 

“The elimination of these, the most 
destabilizing of weapons, is extraordinarily 
positive,” Bush said. “The nuclear 
nightman: recedes more and more." 

Yeltsin, attending his first summit as 
president, saidthc breakthrough reflects 
“the fundamental change in the political 
and economic relations between the United 
States of America and Russia.”

sides well beyond the recently concluded- 
• strategic arms reduction treaty, which • 
limited the United States to 8,556 strategic 
warheads and Russia to 6,449. Each nation 
currently has about 10,000 warheads. 

Experts viewed the new reductions,' 
which the Senate must ratify, as a 
significant step toward reducing the 
possibility of nuclear war. 

“It is a major, major outcome," said Jack 
.Mendelsohn,. deputy director of-thc-Arms- 
Cohtrol Association. *.it is significant for 
the world that the forces that can really hurt 
you nrc being reduced by two-thirds." 

Just last week, Yeltsin had criticized the 
United States for trying to get the upper 
hand in the arms talks by insisting that all 
intercontinental ballistic missiles be 
destroyed. These land-based missiles, 
which have a range of 5,500 kilometers 
(8,800 miles) or more, were the backbone 
of the former Soviet Union's offensive 
forces.

JEROME - The Jerome man who killed 
his wife’s lover with a single blow after 
.finding them in bed together 'April 20 
won’t spend a day in joil.

Nevada agrees toaccept low-level 
radioactive Rocky Flats waste 


GOLDEN, Colo. (AP) — Nevada officials have 
- • agreed to, allow a truckload of low-Ievel radfoac- 
live waste from the Rocky Flats nuclear weapons 
plant to be delivered to the Nevada Test Site, in 
„ what will be the first waste removal from Rocky 
i Rats in two years. L. 

One truckload of 80 "packages" of waste dc-. 
scribed as compacted trash, -metal and glass has 
been approved for delivery. Other truckloads of 
waste, termed "barely" radioactive by plant 
officials, will be sent to Nevada on a sporadic ba- 
sis. 

Officials have not yet set a delivery schedule. * 

Most of the waste approved for shipment is from 
Building 559, an analytical laboratory that handles 
highly radioactive plutonium. 

__ The low-level type waste is only a small portion 
ofthe waste produccd'at Rocky Flats. Most of the 
plant's waste has higher levels of radioactivity or 


is mixed . with Jiquid_hazardous wastes.. These,, 
wastes must be shipped to a facility such' as the 
Waste Isolarion Pilot Plant in New Mexico. WIPP 
has yet toTcccivc federal approval to operate! 

Both Nevada and Idaho used to accept the more 
radioactive and hazardous wastes, but have nor 
done so recently, leaving much of the waste ar 
Rocky Flats with no place ro go. 

No. shipments of the "low-level" waste have 
been sent to Nevada in the post few yiars while 
Rocky Flats developed and. implemented a waste • 
program that meets Nevada's strict requirements. 

Rocky Flats officials have had to guarantee 
Nevada lhat they know the contents and character- 
istics of the waste being shipped there, especially 
that it is exclusively low-level, solid waste.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Anthony Peeler 
plea-bargained himself out of n jail sentence on Tues- 
day and now awaits his fate in next week's NBA draft, 
where he is projected as a first-round choice. 

Peeler, the Missouri basketball star, received five 
years probation after pleading guilty to a felony 
weapons charge and two related misdemeanors. 

The picas will keep Peeler from being tried for al- 1 
legcdly attacking a woman- last month in her 
Columbia, Mo„ apartment and pointing a gun a t her 
head. 

"He won't spend any lime in jail,” assistant prosccu 
tor Tim Wynes said after a 30-mi mile hearing in Cole 
County Circuit Court. 

Wynes said prosecutors agreed to the pica bargain 
"because the victim asked us to ... she was tired of be 
ing in the spotlight." 

Peeler and his attorney, Patrick J. Eng, declined to 
answer questions after the hearing. , 

The NBA said Tuesday that Peeler, the Big Eight 
Conference player of the year, still is eligible for the 
June 24 draft. 

The 22-year-old Peeler made a deal with prosecutors 
to plead guilty to the felony charge of possession of a 
_concealcd semiautomatic. pisiQl.-He.got-five_years.of 
supervised probation for the weapon charge. 

Two other felony charges - unlawful restraint and 
unlawful use of a weapon - were reduced to misde- 
meanors. He got a suspended 30-doy sentence in the 
— Boone~County Jail for- each of the misdemeanor- 
charges, plus two years of supervised probation on

Peeler faces five years of supervised’ probation - the 
maximum allowed under Missouri law.

Raise mower height 
for healthier grass 


i The most important practice that 
will produce a healthier, more beau- 
tiful lawn is proper mowing height. 
This is especially .important as we 
start into till* hottest part of the year. 

‘ ""Most •|awns _ iirthc _ Magic Vallcy- 
are predominantly Kentucky blue- 
grass. Many lawns also contain rye- 
grass or fescue or both. 

All three of these grasses have an 
optimum mowing height of I 'A to 2 
inches. If mowed shorter, the grass 
"wiH'graduulIy become thinner iisllic - 
sumtner progresses. Thinner grass is 
more likely to be invaded by weeds 
or damaged by insects or disease; 

The leaf blude is-lhe-food manu- 
facturing organ of the grass plant. 
Grass mowe d at '/: to X inch height 
" will bo able to produc'e’Iess'ihan half 
as much food as when mowed at \A 
inches. 

Plants are constantly struggling to 
replace leaf tissue instead of sending 
vital food to the roots and crowns. 
Shallower, weaker roots arc unable 
_ tolled yin as many_blade5.Ji>_gn>55_ 
becomes thinner. Weak-rooted 
plants also require more frequent ir- 
rigation. 

Sometimes grass is mowed short- 
er because of the-inist.tken-imprcs- 
sion that it can be mowed less fire- 



mined by how fast the grass grows 
With the onset of hotter weather, 
grass naturally grows more slowly. 
It will not be so hard now to keep up 
with the mowing. . 

CeaVifigThc clippings on the lawn 
will also improve the health of 
grass. As the clippings decay they 
return nutrients to the soil. In a 
year's -tinie.-clippings-reium about. a. 
pound of nitrogen to each 1000 
square feet of lawn area. That is the 
amount 'appticd‘wiilra~normal fertil~ 
ization. 

The new mulching mowers chop 
the clippings into small pieces so 
that they fall between the- grass 
blades' instead of laying on top of 
the grass.

If the old surface is glossy and 
paint is to lie applied directly over 
it, the Ik*s| bet is to dull the gloss 
and - use an -oil -or -alkyd paint. 
Alkyd paints are the modem ver- 
sion of oil paints, and contain syn- 
jhetiemey ns-Gitliejj bnnJin^.cdjii! 

The surface can be dulled by 
sanding or using a liquid deglosser. 

Another option, if the old paint is 
glossy, is to apply a primer -that 
will. impruca.itdhcsion of the new 
paint.
